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Claudio Borghi: Boca’s Boss A Nova

The post-match press conference 
from the match against Melbourne 
Victory for coach Claudio Borghi 
commended the facilities of Eti- 
had stadium quoting as a “fantas- 
tic venue to play football’? Why he 
finds that people are complaining 
about the pitch he says is under- 
standable due to the other football 
codes that use the surface but 
it still comes up as a pitch simi- 
lar to those in Brazil, with short, 
clean-cut grass. He added, “there 
is no reason to complain, here you 
have all the facilities to play and 
if a pitch isn’t up to standard, it’s 
the same for all 22 players on the 
field.” 

Amongst his answers from the 
questions asked about Melbourne 
Victory’s vigourous play, nasty 
tackles and the way his players re- 
taliated, he said he did find it con- 
cerning. It goes to show the nature 
of what it means to play at Boca 
Juniors, he reinstated. He also 
added, “this tour is like a rehearsal 
for a main theatre performance.” 
He has confidence in his new- 
look young side and looks for- 
ward to returning back to Buenos 
Aires after the Wellington Phoenix 
match at Westpac stadium on Fri- 
day to reintegrate the remainder 
of the squad with the confirma- 
tion of new signing, Chilean World 
Cup international Gonzalo Fierro 
along with the return from fitness 
of Sebastian Battaglia whilst fel- 
low World Cup representatives 
such as Paraguay’s Claudio Morel 
Rodriguez, Chilean Gary Medel 
and of course, their star striker 
Martin Palermo who is negotiating 
his contract extension along with 
idol Juan Roman Riquelme. 

On another topic, Borghi was 
asked about his candidacy for the 
top job of Chile. He answered that 
his compatriot Marcelo Bielsa has 
done a superb job managing the 
national side of Chile with a World 
Cup where young players stepped 
up and this is the way to work. His 
chances to have coached Chile 
was at the time Marcelo Bielsa 
was being approached and as he 
just missed out, right now his time 
is with Boca Juniors he said ruling 
out any possibility. Later, Borghi 
reinstated that in football, “any- 
thing can happen and one must 
remain open to last-minute moves, 
changes and transfers’: 

Regarding the match, having giv- 
en the chance for many players to 
step up and take this tour on their 
shoulders, gain match fitness for 
Boca was exciting he said. He 
found it rewarding and pleasing to 
see the response as they did not 
take Melbourne Victory lightly and 
the goal by Canete was a superb 
finish he added. He looks forward 
to working with the team and final- 
ising details regarding the struc- 
ture of his line-up as he intends 
to play the up-coming Apertura 
season with three defenders in the 
back line. 


An interview with Boca Juniors 
coach Claudio Borghi for Goal! 
Weekly was conducted during 
their stay in Melbourne. 


Daniel Campos: Claudio, with all due 
respect and for those who don’t know 
who you are: having played your senior 
career for both Boca and River, spent 
time with Sao Paulo, with AC Milan 
under Arrigo Sacchi, at Como too in 


Italy’s Serie A, then stints in Mexico 
before a long-term stay playing across 
various clubs in Chile not before expe- 
riencing successful seasons with titles 
won as a coach with the country’s big- 
gest club, Colo-Colo. What does it feel 
like to have arrived at Boca already as 
a champion in the Argentinean domes- 
tic Clausura league and to be brought 
33,000 kilometres away for a tour? 
Claudio Borghi: Well firstly it’s good 
to be able to share some friendly words 
without dealing with a translator be- 
cause it can be a headache after such a 
long flight and hence can be annoying 
as we arrived Tuesday night under what 
we find freezing temperatures. We kind 
of expected this only until it hit us com- 
ing out of the airport terminal. This is a 
country that happens to be pretty well far 
away from the rest of the world yet you 
can appreciate so many different cul- 
tures, where it seems to me that people 
in this country live very well you know 
with the latest technologies, you can tell 
things are accessible and things are in 
order. I am also enjoying this stay with 
my family and the anonymity, something 
I have already mentioned to my players 
- to enjoy the low-profile anonymity 
whilst strolling around town. 


DC: What about the complicated time 
zone difference? 

CB: That’s complicated you know. On 
a flight one gets accommodated, offered 
drinks and what not, being professionals 
involves having the capacity to also say 
no at times. Boca has been to Japan and 
won so those who have been at this club 
since that time can also testify what it is 
like to carry the club’s colours and mix 
in with people from such different, con- 
trasting cultures. We are also sleeping 
more during daytime than at night but 
that doesn’t matter. What I need to also 
make mention is that everybody so far 
have been nice, welcoming, approach- 
able and have shown respect. I think a 
little too much respect. 


DC: Melbourne Victory, what did you 
know first-hand and the match itself, 
what did you expect? 

CB: Australians from what I gather are 
like what we are in Argentina, genera- 
tions of citizens descending from immi- 
grants. About Melbourne Victory, I know 
that they are the team in Melbourne that 
has provided a sense of identity in its 
football, (amongst the different footballs 
that are played here to which I don’t un- 
derstand) and that is pretty-well placed 
in the competition but I was informed 
before this tour that they were hungry, 
eager looking forward and excited to 
play Boca so this makes the two of us 
gearing up for up-coming seasons. 


DC: And about the game itself? 

CB: It’s a clash of styles, a clash of ex- 
pressions. Football provides you an op- 
portunity to express your mind, your 
body. This is why myself and my coach- 
ing staff encourage to nurture the players’ 
minds so to be enjoyable, relaxed and 
that the tempo of the game may provide 
such expression, it is all about the ball. 
We knew from reports, (because here 
at Boca we do our research), that Mel- 
bourne Victory boasts players who are 
more athletes than football players. The 
pressing is a key element in their game 
whilst our priorities in marking when 
without the ball are more rotational and 
zonal. We are going to try under my in- 
structions to let the ball dictate play, that 
is the way I work and this is the way I 
have achieved results. In South America 
this is what we do but not forgetting that 
the marking game is important when 
there are counter-attacks applied that can 
definitely cause damage.

DC: For your players, how are they 
dealing with a tour under their wing? 
Having to deal with constant manage- 
rial changes particularly this past sea- 
son and having to now adapt to your 
work ethic? 

CB: You’re right about the changes 
and that denotes the seriousness and 
the demand that Boca has. The results 
are paramount and the expectations are 
high because this is a club that reached 
the summit of what a football club can 
reach. Boca won everything. There was 
simply nothing else that a football club 
could possibly win. The expectations 
have to do with the way our football, 
our game is played. You see, for some 
players as you say, this is their first tour 
abroad so I have told them to treat it as 
an experience as a whole because my 
players are young and we do not boast 
of a full squad. I have also stressed that 
this is a theatre rehearsal because the 
real show, the real performance is yet 
to come. It is a time for me to try some 
positions, to try some different avenues 
that can only now be tested because in- 
season during the league championship, 
during the Apertura, there is no time on 
your hands. This is a time to gain expe- 
rience, to expose ourselves to Australia 
and take that on board for when we re- 
turn to Argentina. 


DC: Personally, how would evaluate 
your own coaching credentials, even 
results-wise coming today as current 
defending champion? 

CB: Good, (smiles). Boca you know is 
very similar to Colo-Colo and you told 
me that you know me from back then 
when you lived in Chile and I was at the 
helm with Chile’s most popular team. It 
is the team that you either love or hate, 
and see because the essence is similar but 
not the same mind you, (because Boca is 
an even greater club), my work does not 


differ. Whether I am dealing with a big 
or small club, the work ethic remains the 
same. I did this with Argentinos Juniors 
for the last two seasons. The way I treat 
and expect my players are the same to 
what they should expect from me and the 
coaching staff. You know I am used to 
these things. 


DC: About the tour, after you complete 
it by next weekend against Wellington 
Phoenix, do you see a possible repeat 
in the next coming seasons? 

CB: Firstly what needs to be considered 
are the great distances, you see? There 
are those particular people involved 
who are interested in organising another 
tour, yes. See, everybody wants to play 
Boca - especially River Plate (laughs). 
If they have to arrange more “friendly” 
matches to beat us, they will. Now as 
a club we are offered tours around the 
world every year and this means we have 
to be conscious of what it means. There 
is an hinchada, that is more than 50% 
of a nation behind us, a history, a phi- 
losophy and the opportunity to showcase 
ourselves say, in England or in Europe, 
in Japan or in the USA just like here as 
well, why not? 


There is a difference though in all of 
this regarding the players, as I played 
myself you can relate to the fact when 
you’re a player then a coach that wher- 
ever you happen to be before or after the 
actual season does not really matter as 
long as the preparation for it is done pro- 
fessionally. 


To just come here for one match is 
a bit daunting but this other game in 
Wellington is important to us. It would 
be nice to repeat it all again but staging 
a proper pre-season with 15-20 days to 
work with other clubs and play. This 
tour was scheduled before I arrived at 
the club and I accepted it excitedly as 


part of a verbal agreement before I put 
pen to paper with the conditions and the 
task that lays ahead. Fulfilling promises, 
in this case a verbal agreement is very 
important to me. 


DC: Going back to what I mentioned 
on anonymity, what does it feel. Is it a 
sense of relief? 

CB: For us, it is a condition that we are 
currently enjoying. We get mobbed back 
home by fans, by rival fans. We’re under 
security check with guards at times be- 
cause we are instantly recognisable and 
so this is what I mean by respect. 


I find that with only a few days spent 
here in Melbourne, in Australia that peo- 
ple show a little too much respect. There 
needs to be respect but only to a certain 
degree. 


Perhaps this explains why there are 
athletes instead of football players at 
Australian (A-League) clubs. We like to 
compete back home, not participate. See, 
there is a difference. It is great to be able 
to feel free here and we have got to visit 
some very pleasing attractions and loca- 
tions like the Melbourne Aquarium for 
example and I notice the diversity, the 
protocol-like manner in which people 
carry themselves. This without a doubt 
is very different to what we have back 
home in our own continent. It is funny 
the way we have to look right as traf- 
fic directs from right-to-left if you’re a 
pedestrian or having to look to the other 
side, to open a vehicle door on the left 
to find that the steering wheel and the 
driver’s seat is the other way round, on 
the right. They’re just details for us to 
accustom but all-in-all, a friendly and 
enjoyable place to be.

FORMER Victorian state team 
midfielder Joe Tront died last 
week after a battle with can- 
cer. He was 57 years old. 

Tront played for Dundee Elm- 
wood, St Andrews United, Dundee 
Osborne, Raith Rovers and Forfar 
Athletic in his native Scotland be- 
fore arriving in Australia in the back 
half of the 1970s and was one of the 
few shining lights in Mooroolbark’s 
sole national league foray in 1977. 
Tront was the club’s equal leading 
goalscorer that year. 

A highlight of his junior career 
was playing in Lawside Academy’s 
famous Scottish Cup side (now the 
Bank of Scotland Under-16 Shield) 
which hoisted the trophy back in 
1968. 

On a trip back to Dundee in 2008, 
the Evening Telegraph and Post 
carried a story about him linking up 
with some of his Academy team- 
mates for a mini reunion on the 
40th anniversary of their success. 

One of the great moments in 
Tront’s representative career in 
Victoria came when he played for 
the state in front of a 28,000 crowd 
at Olympic Park on Sunday, 21 Oc- 
tober 1979 against New York Cos- 
mos. 

The tourists boasted players of 


the calibre of Franz Beckenbauer, 
Giorgio Chinaglia, Dennis Tueart, 
Vladislav Bogicevic and Johan 
Neeskens. 

The Vics went down 3-2 and at 
game’s end Tront exchanged strips 
with Beckenbauer. Victoria was 
coached by Len McKendry and the 
man with the whistle was current 
FFV Referee Manager Chris Bam- 
bridge. 

Tront’s teammates that day read 
like a local who’s who of the sport. 
They were Yaka Banovic, Steve 
Short, Jim Tansey, John Yzendoorn, 
Steve Kokoska, Jimmy Rooney, 
Carl Gilder, Joe Piciaone, Tommy 
Cumming, John Gardiner, Gary 
Cole and Jamie Paton. 

Tront had stints with Croatia, 
Ringwood City Wilhelmina and 
Polonia and tasted further personal 
success with Mooroolbark when he 
won the Division Three Best and 
Fairest award in 1986. 

His Polonia stint was short-lived 
but it was ironic in that he had a 
Polish background and could speak 
the language. 

He had a cheeky grin, an infec- 
tious giggle and a great sense of hu- 
mour. He is survived by wife Linda 
and daughter Helena. 

Funeral arrangements were not 
available as we went to press.

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Marcelo’s march from Bentleigh to Boca

The case of Australian-born or 
raised players deciding to play 
abroad and for foreign national 
teams is all a familiar case within 
our football fraternity as there are 
various factors behind these rea- 
sons. 

There have been in particular 
several going all the way to Cham- 
pions League success, World Cup 
representation but not wearing 
the green and gold. Some claim to 
have never even kicked a ball in the 
old NSL or our current A-League 
domestic competition yet possess 
not only an instantly recognisable 
Australian accent in their English 
but glowing memories growing up 
in this country during their child- 
hood. 

Meet Marcelo Pena, raised in the 
heartland of football in Sydney’s 
west. Having had a few years de- 
veloping his first steps into profes- 
sional football with Marconi and 
Sydney Olympic, he soon decided 
his destiny laid elsewhere aside 
from Europe after having played 
for the Under 17 Joeys along- 
side Craig Moore so he packed 
his bags and moved to Santiago, 
Chile to live with his grandparents, 
as he apparently would say. 

This was at least his excuse when 
approaching for trials with several 
clubs in the country’s capital. 

Whilst trying his luck to play in 
the youth teams, he finally got a 
crack and his reward into one of 
the ‘big three’, Universidad Catoli- 
ca or “la UC’ The adventure be- 
gan from here where he applied 
his midfield skills and his trade in 
clubs like Audax Italiano where he 
played alongside coach Claudio 
Borghi, Union Espanola, Santiago 
Morning, Everton of Vina del Mar 
and giant Colo-Colo. 


Goal! Weekly caught up with him 
during his stay in Melbourne this 
past week as he currently works 
as right hand to coach Claudio 
Borghi at none other than Boca 
Juniors. 


Daniel: Marcelo, after so many years 
away from this country and what 
could be possibly over 30 years person- 
ally that we haven’t met again since a 
child, under our parent’s supervision 
whilst watching our fathers play back 
in the days of State League competi- 
tion, what is it like to be back? 
Marcelo: It has been funny you know be- 
cause now I am a viejo, I’m old (laughs) 
and back then I also spent some time 
living here in Melbourne when play- 
ing with Bentleigh Greens in the Victo- 
rian Premier League. Not that anybody 
noticed back then because I have tried 
throughout my playing career to remain 
low-profile. 


Daniel: Well if I start by asking you 
how and when did your connection 
with coach Claudio Borghi com- 
mence? 

Marcelo: It has been nearly 14 years 
that we have known each other, there 
is a family tie as well. Starting from the 
time we both played with Audax Italiano 
in the first division (in Chile), it has be- 
come something very close that we have. 
As difficult as it can be having a strong 
friendship lies the professional aspect 
to it that requires a boundary in order 
to separate the two. This requires one 
to respond even more but it has been a 
very positive experience for us. To think 
that a year ago (two championship sea- 
sons ago) with Argentinos Juniors in our 


first season we finished fifth and later on 
in this first half of 2010 we ended up as 
champions. 


Daniel: Therefore results aside, your 
coaching career began by working 
with Claudio after retirement and re- 
main loyal, close-knit with his work- 
ing staff? 

Marcelo: I have been able to measure my 
capacity to grow as a coach even as an 
assistant because at times it is the coach 
that only keeps the limelight when it is 
the coaching staff at hand doing much 
of the work as well. He is a coach that 
understands how to empathise and read 
the dressing room. For me this is impor- 
tant that I can learn as I go, that I may 
have space to move about and exercise 
my duties and this is all thanks to him, 
to Claudio. I feel very much appreciative 
with it all. 


Daniel: Obviously then, not anybody 
gets to do an honourable victory lap 
around the stadium as champion in 
Argentina and you have done so, what 
is it like now to make the transition to 
Boca Juniors, with this new challenge 
ahead? 

Marcelo: You have to think first up, I 
had particular fortune, I don’t believe 
much in luck either but a particular way 
of doing things. You see, I came from 
Ashcroft in Sydney’s suburbs, from 
Liverpool out in the west you know and 
33,000 kilometres away I got the chance 
to be formed as a player with Catdlica, 
then I played in Chile’s most popular 
team Colo-Colo. Played with Everton 
in Vifia del Mar as well, played for the 
Chilean national team. The fact that I can 
now play a part in Argentinean football 
has been very difficult. You just cannot 
understand how difficult it is. I believe 
that having played and accomplished 
such feats has been incredible. 

I do not recall anybody with similar 
background who has done the same as I 
have. Sure, everybody is unique and dif- 
ferent. Now if you ask me had I expected 
this to occur, absolutely not. I did not 
imagine this even in my wildest dreams. 
This is why I prefer to remain humble 
and very appreciative. This is just to cap 
off again by mentioning how competi- 
tive, how difficult it is to play or coach 
in Argentina. It can nearly be impossible 
and coming from abroad nobody really 
stands a chance. From the sense as an 
Australian, I don’t believe even the most 
accredited coaches or experienced play- 
ers would ever understand what Argen- 
tinean football means. 


Daniel: Has Claudio Borghi enabled 
you to fulfill this path for you and be- 
lieve in your capacity, in the work at 
hand? 

Marcelo: It’s not that in any way he has 
made things easier for me or paved the 
way either. I worked hard for this. On the 
contrary like I said, the fact that we have 
a family tie these days makes even more 
special and challenging because there is 
more trust at hand. It is also not about 
believing, people need to understand that 
in South America believing or trusting, 
that degree of nepotism does not get you 
far. In football, the way South America 
handles it professionally all goes to ca- 
pacity, to the amount of dedication, dis- 
cipline and hard work you invest into the 
game. If you do not fulfill the require- 
ments of the task at hand, you’re simply 
gone. You’re fired and there are others 
just as ready to do the job. There are in 
fact hundreds and thousands of other op- 
tions, in players and coaches who are 
available and waiting. 


Daniel: You’re saying that it is moti- 
vating to be working where you are

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and to be conscious that competition 
is out there? 

Marcelo: Of course, you see my friend, 
there is a saying, a proverb that if you 
pick up a stone over there (in South 
America), one finds thousands of foot- 
ball players and coaches. Coach Claudio 
Borghi has over five thousand genu- 
ine friends through football and played 
alongside another three thousand as a 
player. Now any one of these would have 
been preferred. Claudio himself had he 
not have been selected to play back all 
those years ago and made the career that 
he did, forming part of the 1986 World 
Cup winning side, there would’ve been 
somebody else just as talented. It is a 
question of determination, a question of 
having the capacity. It is also most im- 
portantly a question of whether you want 
to grow as a person, as a football profes- 
sional as well. Nobody in football does 
you favours. Even in Chile, the fact that 
I made it was one in a thousand so just 
imagine how competitive it is in Argen- 
tina or Brazil. 


Daniel: This is interesting you mention 
the football culture behind it all sup- 
porting the professionalism in South 
America. As you see here in Australia 
things have been changing over the 
years and as a result, the qualification 
to the 2006 World Cup in Germany 
four years ago marked the beginning 
of a new era. As Johnny Warren once 
said, it should not be a question of 
when is Australia going to qualify to a 
World Cup but rather when and how 
are we going to qualify to the second- 
round and beyond in the tournament. 
Does it regard coaching, infrastruc- 
ture, the training methodologies, psy- 
chology and philosophy, the media? 
What do you find that Australia still 
needs to step up in football? 

Marcelo: Everything that you have 
mentioned can pretty much conform a 
summary regarding this issue. It is near 
impossible to give you a concrete an- 
swer in these set of questions because 
the issue is quite more complex. It takes 
years to build results, in fact genera- 
tions. The most common factor in Aus- 
tralian football is that natural inclination 
towards the British way of playing. For 
decades it has been tried and and tried 
again. Now, if you think about it, where 


has it taken? Football changes and that 
requires one to change as well. You still 
see Australian players knocking the ball 
up and running, chasing after it without 
stopping a ball first, without lifting their 
heads up to have a look and pass and it is 
still two-touch football at nearly an elec- 
tric pace as if it’s a hot potato. When you 
play, the tempo needs to be dictated by 
the ball and this is still evident. Change? 
You cannot change if it’s incarnated in 
the sporting mentality from childhood. 
You just simply cannot change that. 

One adapts to a country, not the con- 
trary, a country does not adapt to you. 
You need to think that one of the most 
difficult circumstances are changes and 
this is constant and this is where I can ar- 
gue that Australia needs to look beyond 
and elsewhere for nurturing a football 
psyche, to look for coaches and play from 
Latin America for example but there are 
always excuses and they are continually 
overlooked. Why? I don’t know. 

I came here to play twice back in this 
country, this same country I grew up in 
and I couldn’t adapt because I was given 
trials and interrogated all the time, given 
obstacles each time I turned up. You 
have to consider that I played continen- 
tal tournaments such as the Copa Liber- 
tadores and the Copa Mercosur. Regard- 
ing South Americans, there is too much 
questioning. The attitude needs to be 
more embracing. This lack of reception 
has created alienating and distancing so 
if you ask a South American about an of- 
fer to visit or tour Australia, the reaction 
is the same, it’s overlooked at first. So 
the circle, the attitude is still one-sided 
and closed. This gap that I find is a 
bridge that needs to be opened. 


Daniel: Well if you asked me about 
those at the helm at the FFA, the 
coaching staff included there has not 
been many significant changes, you 
still see many of the same names and 
they do not want to let go. 

Marcelo: You’ve said it. There are 
coaches who remain I’m sure for years 
and years with little results so what’s the 
point? I don’t see any point in remain- 
ing at a club if there are no results. One 
would assume that no changes would 
be needed if there is continued success 
so if things are not to change now, be- 
cause now is the time for a makeover as 


the World Cup has finished and the fo- 
cus must now in the continental tourna- 
ments, the Asian Cup? 


Daniel:Yes indeed, Australia’s quali- 
fied for next year’s edition of the AFC 
Asian Cup. 

Marcelo: See, this is a great opportu- 
nity to provide youngsters to step up 
and showcase themselves. Gain experi- 
ence, confidence and try themselves out 
at the top level. I found that Australia 
in this World Cup held in South Africa 
needed more variation and depth in its 
squad. There were players omitted that 
were more than capable of doing the job. 
However the coach’s decision is final 
when selecting and this is why Australia 
needs coaches with a different outlook 
and perspective to things. If no change 
is done soon, Australia will suffer very 
much because Asia is much more com- 
petitive. It will never be like in South 
America where you have to battle out 
consistently against quarter-final oppo- 
sition such as Argentina, Brazil, Chile, 
Paraguay, Uruguay just to mention. The 
position of being always progressing, 
growing seems to me to be the same 
fairytale all the time so when is this day 
going to come? It’s not about tomorrow, 
it’s today when changes can be made. It 
is a very in-depth topic to discuss about. 


Daniel: Now back to your role with 
Boca and regarding this Australasian 
tour, after the match over in Welling- 
ton things will begin to hot up. Tell me 
what will be the order of things get 
done? 

Marcelo: We are now ina stage where the 
structural setup is being trialled. Claudio 
wants to encourage a backline of three 
defenders with five rotational midfield- 
ers so the main objective to have in mind 
is that it is not Melbourne Victory or 
Wellington Phoenix our opposition but 
rather the opposing teams we face back 
in Argentina that we are thinking about.

No matter what you call it, no other 
sport comes close to matching the world- 
wide passion for the beautiful game. 
Soccer is the world’s most popular sport. 
It is the No. 1 sport played in every cor- 
ner of the planet. It is the global game. 
And the World Cup, the biggest and 
most-watched sports event in the world, 
is soccer’s showcase event, drawing 
massive global attention. 

It begs the question: why? 


Why did a cumulative audience of 30 
billion viewers around the world watch 
some part of the FIFA World Cup in 
South Africa from June 11 to July 11? 
As trite and glib as it may sound, daas 
fusbol is much more than just a sport 
— for hundreds of millions of people 
around the world, it is the ultimate cul- 


tural expression. 

“Football is universal language that we 
speak with different accents,” explained 
Tim Vickery, a Rio-based soccer journal- 
ist. 

“The biggest patriotic act that most 
people engage in is cheering on their 
team during the World Cup. It reaches 
people who have no interest in football 
otherwise. It reaches them at a profound 
level because it is their country and their 
people being represented in the eyes of 
the rest of the world.” 

Face it, even if you’re deaf, blind or 
Australian, it’s the Wolrd Game. 


The power of representivity is, by no 
means, unique to soccer. 

The World Cup manages to elicit a more 
passionate, fervent and almost religious- 
like following from more fans around 
the planet than any other event, includ- 
ing the Olympics. 


“Unlike the Olympics, the World Cup is 
the only truly, single-sport global event,” 
said Nigel Reed, soccer commentator for 
CBC Sports. 

“The tournament has a way of enabling 
citizens to puff out their chest; of giving 
them licence to say ‘this is our team’ and 
having some pride in their nation, and no 
other sporting event does that because 
no other sport truly embraces so many 
people from every corner of the globe.” 

There are other factors involved, as 
well. 

There is a simplicity to soccer, and that 
is its greatest asset — it is more accessi- 
ble than other sports to the average fan. 


“The World Cup is the biggest sports 
event in the world because football itself 
is the most popular sport in the world, 
and it’s the most popular sport in the 


world because it’s the simplest sport,” 
explained Paddy Agnew, a Rome-based 
soccer reporter for the Irish Times. 

“The rules of baseball, of American foot- 
ball, of rugby, of cricket, or ice hockey 
— they’re all more complicated than 
football, and that has led to football 
spreading to more parts of the world than 
any sport.” 


Henry Winter, chief soccer correspon- 
dent for the Daily Telegraph in England 
agrees. Ifur cold, he’s happy to allow you 
the courtesy of calling him sunshine. 
“Football is the simplest game to play. 
You can play the game anywhere; go 
anywhere around the world there’s 
a game going on, whether it’s Sunday 
morning in Hyde Park with people us- 
ing jackets for goal posts, or some shanty 
town in Africa with kids kicking a ball 
made out of scraps of cloth.” Don’t for- 
get the crushed up can of coke, mate. 


Carlos Bocanegra, who played in his 
second consecutive World Cup, believes 
the sport enjoys overwhelming global 
popularity because it is the game of the 
common man. 

“Anyone can play it,” said the Ameri- 
can defender. “You don’t have to be the 
biggest, you don’t have to be the fast- 
est, the tallest, or event strongest to play 
football. It’s an Everyman’s game. A lot 
of people can relate to it in that sense.” 
Wish Mark Jackson played for Australia. 
He would’ve been the English equiva- 
lent of Vinnie Jones. 


His teammate, midfielder Michael Brad- 
ley, who is set to compete in his first 
World Cup this month in South Africa, is 
continually blown away by how the “for 
that one month, every four years, the 
world stops when the World Cup is on. 


“The joy that people have of watching 
their country play at the World Cup, and 
the excitement and the passion that it 
elicits is something that no other event 
— be it in the field of sports, entertain- 
ment or politics — in the world can 
match,” Bradley boldly stated. 

But don’t people get just as excited 
when the Olympics happen every four 
years? 

“If you look at the Olympics, people 
go to events to watch sports they don’t 
watch for three years,” opined Bobby 
Lenarduzzi, who played for Canada at 
the 1986 World Cup in Mexico. 

“But when you talk about the World 
Cup, there’s a greater fascination with it 
because more people around the world 
watch soccer every day of every month 
of every year.” 

As coach of the U.S. national team, 
Bob Bradley has seen first-hand what 
the World Cup means to people and how 
it transcends mere sport. 

“When you travel around the world, to 
different countries, the passion in each 
country for its team and what it means 
to all the people to see their team play 
at the World Cup, that’s what makes the 
World Cup unique and so special,” Brad- 
ley said. 

But don’t take the Americans word 
as gospel truth. After all, they invented 
baseball and basketball as a “WORLD 
SERIES.” 


Former Canadian national team coach 
Tony Waiters expands on Bradley’s 
view, pointing out that soccer is the great 
economic equalizer, used by some of the 
sport’s all-time greats, including Pele 
and Diego Maradona, to escape abject 
poverty. 

“T’ve been to 82 countries in the world in 
my travels for soccer. It’s the language 
of the world. It removes all obstacles and 
boundaries,” Waiters stated. 

That soccer remains so popular in this 
day and age when the non-stop prolif- 


eration of media and technology is so 
staggering speaks to the inherent appeal 
of the game. 


“In today’s very fragmented media so- 
ciety, the World Cup is one of the last 
massive events where you know entire 
nations are watching at the same time, 
and that’s going to be the conversation 
around the water cooler in the morn- 
ing,” said Raphael Honigstein, a soccer 
journalist for German newspaper Sued- 
deutsche Zeitung von Sprachenzilin- 
gedi. 

Mark Gleeson, a Cape Town-based 
soccer reporter for Reuters, may have 
the simplest, but at the same time most 
profound, explanation behind soccer’s 
popularity. 

“Simply put, football matters, and by 
extension, the World Cup matters,” 
Gleeson stated. “It’s the world game and 
you have this amazing confluence of the 
sport’s best players coming together in 
one spot for a month. 

“It’s magic.” 


Apart from these plain diaribic side- 
lines, one must remember that in order to 
play, all you need is two pairs of clothing 
as goals and a “football”. If you desire to 
pay $160 for a ball and lose it its up to 
you. Pele played with an orange, and that 
gave him 3 World Cups.

Continuing our touring teams 
theme, this week it is the turn of 
the current Scottish champions 
Rangers, who will be in Sydney 
taking part in a four-team tourna- 
ment as part of the Sydney Fes- 
tival of Sport from 25th to 31st 
July. The other teams involved 
are AEK Athens, Blackburn Rov- 
ers and Sydney FC. 

This will be the third time Rangers 
have been in Australia. The team ar- 
rived for the first time in 1975 as cham- 
pions of Scotland playing two games 
against Australia and one each against 
Victoria, South Australia and Western 
Australia. For the mighty Rangers it 
was a tour with ups and downs. Aus- 
tralia was beaten two-one in the first 
match at the Sydney Cricket Ground 
on 6 June in front of 31,846. The match 
report by Lou Gautier said that Austra- 
lia had eight chances to Rangers three, 
but Derek Parlane took two of them 
and Harry Williams blocked the third 
on the goal-line. Rangers’ keeper, Peter 
McCloy, a giant known as ‘the Girvan 
Lighthouse’, pulled off a string of saves 
and was only beaten by a David Hard- 
ing penalty late on. Rangers manager, 
Jock Wallace, said, ‘I was not surprised 
with the Australians as I have heard 
quite a bit about them. They could do 
well in the Scottish first division.’ 

That may have been a prophecy for 
in the second match against Australia 
in Brisbane five days later, the Soc- 
ceroos won by a goal to nil scored by 
big Peter Ollerton after only nine min- 
utes. Coach Tony Boggi had done his 
homework and expected that his team 
would do well. Boggi also coached 
Victoria that year but the Vics were no 
match for Rangers at Olympic Park on 
15 June and were hammered five-one. 
Boggi was scathing about the slowness 
of the Victorian players, saying that the 
Australian team had been 50 per cent 
faster. Laurie Schwab said Billy Vojtek 
was the only player to show flair and 
he was mystifyingly substituted after 
half-time to give the coach a look at 
Jim McRobert. Branko Buljevic scored 
the Vics only goal. 

Rangers continued with a win over 
South Australia by two goals to one at 
Hindmarsh Stadium, but then came an- 
other upset in the west. Western Aus- 
tralia downed the Gers by two goals to 
one in the first victory for the state side 
against touring opposition for 37 years. 
Though the Sandgropers had won sev- 
eral games away from home against 
Asian opposition, the last home win 
had been in 1938 when India was beat- 
en 3-1. Before that the only other win 
had been against China in 1927. Not 
surprisingly there was great rejoicing 
in the west when Ray [lott and George 
MacMillan got the goals against Rang- 
ers. 

Rangers came back again in 1984 
for the World Soccer Series. This time 
the Blues were in the unaccustomed 
position of being fourth in Scotland to 
Aberdeen, Celtic and Dundee United. 
Two Australian teams, A and B sides, 
took part in the matches and the visit- 
ing teams included Manchester United, 
Nottingham Forest, Juventus and Irak- 
lis along with Rangers. 

The Scots began with a scoreless 
draw against Australia B at the MCG on 
27 May, then accounted for the B team 
by two-one in Brisbane four days later. 
Games came thick and fast and the next

was an encounter with Australia A at 
the Sydney Cricket Ground on 2 June 
with the Socceroos winning three-two. 
Rangers then travelled to South Austra- 
lia and drew one-all with Australia B 
at the Hindmarsh on 5 June and on 7 
June Rangers beat the B team 42 in 
Newcastle. The Rangers touring squad 
included Peter McCloy, Nicky Walker, 
Harry Burns, Dave McPherson, Ally 
Dawson, Craig Paterson, John McClel- 
land, Davie Cooper, Colin McAdam, 
David McKinnon, Bobby Russell, Ally 
McCoist, Ian Redford, John MacDon- 
ald, Eric Ferguson, Sandy Clark, Ian 
Ferguson and Stuart Munro. The last 
two of these were to come to Austra- 
lia as players and coaches later in their 
careers. The team was once again man- 
aged by Jock Wallace. 

Later that year, in November, Rang- 
ers entertained Australia in Glasgow 
winning by two goals to one. 

Over the years several Australian 
players have represented Rangers, 
starting with James Jackson way back 
in 1894. Jackson was born in Scotland 
but his family came to Australia and 
he went back as a player for Rangers, 
Newcastle United, Arsenal and later re- 
joined Rangers in 1906. In more recent 
times David Mitchell, currently coach 
with Perth Glory, Craig Moore, Tony 
Vidmar and Kevin Muscat have turned 
out in light blue. Many Rangers players 
have played in Australia either for rep- 
resentative sides, like Davie Cooper, a 
star of the 1985 Scottish team which 
ended Australia’s dream of World Cup 
qualification that year, or as players 
for Australian clubs, including David 
McPherson and Derek Ferguson. 

Rangers also owned National Soc- 
cer League club Northern Spirit for a 
brief period starting in the year 2000. 
Remo Nogarotto who negotiated the 
deal argued that this would give the 
club financial stability and enable it to 
pay the kind of wages that would en- 
able full-time professionalism to ex- 
ist in Australia. But it all turned sour, 
Rangers withdrew and Northern Spirit 
folded as the NSL ended in 2004.

Spain’s Reign 

Another World Cup has come and 
gone, and congratulations are the or- 
der of the day for Spain. 

The pre-tournament favourites lived 
up to their reputation by taking out 
football’s biggest prize, but not without 
a stuttering start against Switzerland 
in their first game. Overall, I thought it 
was an ordinary tournament, devoid of 
anything special. The final in itself was 
also a disappointment, and it was even 
more disappointing to see the Nether- 
lands abandon their traditional football 
philosophies. 

Like many people, I am a huge fan of 
Dutch football, but it wasn’t the Holland 
we have all come to know and respect. 
I suppose in essence the Dutch perfor- 
mance in the final typified what football 
has now become in modern times. Too 
much attention is given in trying to com- 
bat the opponent with underhand tactics 
and over organisation, squeezing the life 
out of the game instead of allowing the 


players to express themselves and play 
an open style of football. The Germans 
on the other hand were refreshing in their 
approach and won many friends along 
the way. There’s no doubt the stakes are 
high at this level of the game, but I don’t 
understand why coaches choose to adopt 
a bunker style of mentality when ap- 
proaching a game, instead of trying to be 
assertive and remain true to the spirit of 
the game. Pim Verbeek’s tactics for the 
Socceroos for their first game and their 
last was a classic example of contrast, 
which personified what could have been 
achieved if coaches showed more faith 
in their troops instead of fearing for the 
worst. 

Former US President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt once famously said, “we have 
nothing to fear except fear itself”. I think 
it’s about time coaches showed some 
endeavour and instructed their players 
to take the game to the opposition rather 
than suffocate the game of the qualities 
that makes the beautiful game an ugly 
one. We also saw Brazil abandon the 
‘jogo bonito’, in a move that backfired 
on Dunga. No doubt he’s got plenty of 
time on his hands now to reflect on his ill 
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fated decisions. 


All Heart 

I managed to attend Melbourne 
Heart’s friendly against Everton dur- 
ing the week, and I must admit I was 
impressed by the performance of the 
A-league’s newest side. 

It was encouraging to see the home 
side’s attempt at maintaining patterns of 
play. The Heart really displayed a pur- 
pose to their movement, their passing, 
and off the ball running. The evidence 
clearly suggested that the Heart coach 
John van ‘t Schip has emphasised this 
to his players, and it certainly appeared 
as though the players had a clear idea of 
what was expected of them when distrib- 
uting the ball. 

Of course, the difference in standard 
between Everton’s play and Heart was 
indicative of their respective EPL and 
A-League status, but the early signs 
were positive and over time one can only 
imagine they will improve and get even 
better. 

One big difference I did notice between 
the two sides was their contrasting ap- 
proach to doing the warm up. Everton’s 
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warm up consisted of lots of short, sharp 
and quick exercises, whilst Heart’s was 
more drawn out. I wonder if that had 
anything to do with Everton starting the 
game with a bang, whereas Heart seemed 
to take at least 20 minutes before it got 
into to some sort of groove. Perhaps 
that’s one for the sport scientists. 


Pre-season friendlies 

It was interesting to note the atten- 
dance figures for the Everton and 
Boca Juniors games over the last cou- 
ple of weeks. 

Whilst over 40,000 turned out in Syd- 
ney to watch Everton, there was a com- 
bined total of only 33,000 for the two 
games in Melbourne. 

While I understand the games can pro- 
vide vital preparation for the new season 
ahead, it appears the ventures might well 
have turned out to be a promoter’s night- 
mare. 

Even though there was a substantial 
amount of marketing and advertising 
evident around town in the lead up to 
the events, perhaps the punters we’re a 
little bit “soccered’ out so soon after the 
World Cup. 


Perhaps the promoters were hoping to 
ride the crest of the wave of the World 
Cup, but it appears to me that after a 
month’s worth of getting up at ungodly 
hours of the day, there was just nothing 
left in the tank for some people. Not to 
mention, the miserable weather probably 
kept a few thousand at bay, too.

Shane Smeliz heads back to the 
Gold Coast after unable to find 
what he wanted on the menu

It’s a situation that’s been around 
for the last 2-3 off seasons in 
the Premier League — but that 
doesn’t mean it isn’t worth talk- 
ing about once again. 

It’s also a situation I still haven’t quite 
gotten used to. Manchester City is the 
puppet master of the transfer market. 
Historic clubs with a tradition of suc- 
cess don’t stand a chance of signing 
players if City is involved AND if the 
player’s motivation is money. 

Look at Edin Dzeko — the Bosnian 
striker. Here’s a player who had a 
£30m release clause in his contract. 
It expired at the end of June and, be- 
cause City are interested, the price is 
rumoured to have gone up to £40mil- 
lion - deterring the likes of Juventus 
and AC Milan. 

The net result of the inflated prices 
they’ve paid for plodders like Gareth 
Barry and Joleon Lescott is that some 
people mistakenly use City as the stan- 
dard bearers of the market. The saying 
goes that if City paid £25million for 
Yaya Toure then Cesc Fabregas must 
be worth far more, say £50million. 

This mistaken belief doesn’t factor in 
one thing: there’s a difference between 
what a player is worth to City and what 
he is worth to other clubs. Thankfully, 
even though they’ve been linked with 
just about every player over the last 
few weeks, they cannot buy them all. 
And in any event City can only play 
eleven at any one time. Yet the way 
they’re going about their strategy is 
eerily similar to a few other teams. 

When Chelsea, Lazio, Leeds and 
Blackburn first became big spenders 
their goal was simple. To win a cham- 
pionship. The goal evolved over time 
but the short-term goal has always 
been domestic domination. To do this 
most clubs signed proven players al- 
ready within their league. Manchester 
City coach Mark Hughes went about 
things more or less the same way. That 
was until City recruited a man who had 
no experience of coaching within Eng- 
land, but one with proven success in 
winning championships abroad. Does 
this scenario sound familiar? 

Jose Mourinho joined Chelsea with 
not too dissimilar a résumé to Mancini. 
He inherited a squad bought and paid 
for by rich owners. A squad already 
capable of competing but one that 
needed a tweak here and there to get 
over the hump and win the league for 
the first time in zillions of years. That 
was Chelsea in 2004. The 2010 version 
could be Manchester City. The like- 
nesses are there. No particular record 
of league success, and no historical ap- 
peal to players from outside the local 
area. Add a splash of jealously from 
fans of other teams who hope the club 
fall flat on their rich faces, and you 
complete the parallels with The Blues.

Though Mourinho signed some ex- 
cellent players in his reign at Chelsea 
he spent a lot of money. Players like 
Paulo Ferreira (£13.2m), Arjen Rob- 
ben (£12m), Didier Drogba (£24m), 
Ricardo Carvalho (£19.85m), Michael 
Essien, (£24.4m) and Ashley Cole 
(William Gallas plus £5m) don’t come 
cheap. Petr Cech doesn’t count because 
he was signed and sealed before Jose 
agreed to join the club. It is interesting 
to note that his dud signings were just 
as plentiful and just as pricey. Mateja 
Kezman (£5m), Tiago (£8m), Jiri 
Jarosik (£4.83m), Assier Del Horno 
(£8m), Shaun Wright-Philips (£21m), 
Andrei Shevchenko (£30.8m), and 
Khalid Boulahrouz (£7m). The duds 
were all good players; they just didn’t 
perform in a Chelsea shirt. 

The same patterns are emerging at 
Manchester City. Mark Hughes spent 
a fortune on Carlos Tevez, Craig Bel- 
lamy, Roque Santa Cruz, Gareth Barry, 
Nigel De Jong, Vincent Kompany, 
Kolo Toure, Wayne Bridge, Emmanuel 
Adebayor et al. Then, like Claudio 
Ranieri at Chelsea, got sacked. Enter 
the other Italian in the dodgy coat and 
scarf. Six months into his reign and 
Roberto Mancini has already spent 
more than the annual budget of Greece. 
With a month to go before the start of 
the season, Adam Johnson (signed in 
January), David Silva, Yaya Toure and 
Jerome Boateng are in and the stron- 
gest rumours have left-back Aleksand- 
er Kolarov and striker Mario Balotelli 
joining them. 
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This season, Mancini will encounter 
the same problems as Mourinho; only 
the Italian’s problems are multiplied. 
Here’s a quote from The Star (17th 
July). “Of course every player wants to 
start every match — but it is not possi- 
ble.” He goes on to add. “Some players 
might have to change their mentality.” 

There’s nothing wrong with Roberto 
emphasising his new Manchester City 
- all for one and one for all. But sell- 
ing so many star players on a squad 
rotation system - when they are used 
to playing 30-40 games a year — will 
be hard. “We want to make progress 
in as many competitions as possible,” 
Mancini added. “And that will mean 
playing a lot on Thursdays. You can- 
not play in the Premier League on 
Saturday, in Europe on Thursday 
before coming back on Friday to be 
ready in two days for a Sunday same. 
That is why it is important to have an 
experienced squad with many good 
players in it.” 

This, for all intents and purposes, 
means a two-tier Man City. A team for 
the league and a team for the cups. If 
they win the league games there will be 
no problem. If they lose league games, 
watch those knives come out quicker 
than Brutus. Putting the Europa Cup 
and League Cup on the same to-do list 
as the league is a big mistake. Put it 
this way, if they win three cup compe- 
titions but finish Sth I think it’s a failed 
season for City. Finish in the top three 
and it’s a success for Mancini. Yes, 
big clubs do dream about winning the

lot, but they prioritise, and the league 
comes first. Mancini is taking over a 
squad that still doesn’t have what it 
takes to go all the way in the league 
and might struggle to finish in the UCL 
places. The central defence is slow and 
disorganised and the central midfield 
has plenty of industry and not enough 
art. But finish in the UCL places he 
must, as Master Yoda might say. 

One of the biggest problems for Man- 
cini comes within the next month. The 
Manchester City cupboard is brimming 
with unwanted produce. Steven Ireland 
- City’s player of the year in 2008-2009 
— is the subject of constant rumours, 
and given he hardly played through in- 
jury and loss of form, now seems a ripe 
candidate to leave. But there are other 
names who will be looking over their 
shoulders at Mancini’s squad rota- 
tion - Micah Richards, Wayne Bridge, 
Vincent Kompany, Robinho and Jo, 
to name a few. The trouble is many of 
these players are on inflated wages and 
how many would be willing to move 
if it meant taking a pay cut? Also, City 
cannot hope to get anywhere near the 
prices they paid. 

But the question was Are City the 
new Chelsea? Not quite. Chelsea were 
champions League regulars before 
Jose Mourinho joined, they needed the 
Portuguese to take them that little bit 
further. 

Can Roberto? I’m not sure. Too many 
new faces, not enough team chemistry. 
One thing Mancini has done with City 
is spend money on established players 
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that are 25 or under. Now all they need 
to do is shave the squad of players like 
Ireland, Garrido, Benjani, Caicedo and 
Sylvinho. For the most part I like what 
they’re doing. By signing younger 
players they’re providing a firm foun- 
dation for future success and stability. 
The question is will Mancini be the 
man to deliver either? 


HODGSON: SPOKESMAN, ME-

Roy Hodgson hasn’t been in the Liv- 
erpool hot seat 5 minutes and he’s 
spent £12million on former Nice 
striker Loic Remi. He’s also gone 
and agreed a fee to sell Emiliano In- 
sua to Fiorentina. 

Add to that the constant questions 
about whether Gerrard and Torres are 
leaving (for the record I think they’ll 
stay unless Liverpool gets massive of- 
fers of £50m for either) and it’s been a 
busy time for Roy. He’s answered ev- 
ery question in the honest and straight- 
forward way that I, and his paymasters, 
expected. He’s not tried to fool the fans 
about the dire financial situation and 
has made it clear he goes into the job 
with eyes open. It puts the job Roy has 
on his hands into perspective when you 
see Manchester City spending money 
like its worthless - and they finished 
above Liverpool! In fact I’m beginning 
to think that, for Roy, talking about 
Torres and Gerrard staying is the easy 
part of his job. The biggest tests are yet 
to come on the pitch and, make no mis- 
take, the fans expect an improvement 
from Liverpool next season, and that 
means UCL football. I fear theyll be 
disappointed. 


THE BISON IS BACK 

The best sight of the weekend was 
the return of Michael Essien in a 
Chelsea shirt at Crystal Palace. 

They may have scraped the title last 
season but Chelsea would have won it 
at a canter had The Bison been fully 
fit. Essien missed the World Cup, as 
well as most of last season, due to a 
knee injury. One hopes he’ll now have 
an injury-free season. We want the best 
players playing, regardless of what 
team they play for. 

Look for the big Ghanaian to make 
up for lost time by marauding forward 
and scoring goals. It will be interesting 
to see the trio of Jon Mikel Obi - de- 
fending the back four - and Lampard 
and Essien taking pot shots at goal and 
making forward runs. The old cliché, 
when a player returns from injury, is 
“it’s like getting a new player”. Chel- 
sea will be happy to get the old one 
back.

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The World Cup is officially 
over, SO now it’s time to turn 
our attention to the start of 
the English Premier League 
season. It feels like only a 
few days ago that last sea- 
son ended, but already pre- 
season is upon us, and soon 
another year of the best 
league in the world will be- 
gin. 

As usual Manchester United, 
Chelsea and to a lesser extent 
Arsenal will start the season as 
favourites for the title, however 
given that they’ve already made 
some big splashes in the transfer 
window, there could be another 
team with hopes of taking the 
Premier League crown this term, 
Manchester City. 

Roberto Mancini’s side were 
strong last year, and were not 
too far away from finishing in a 
Champions League qualifying 
place. And they look to be even 
stronger this year as they have 
already brought in Yaya Toure, 
David Silva and Jerome Boateng. 
The question remains though, 
how will these new acquisitions 
fit into an already bulging squad, 
and will Manchester City actually 
be good enough to challenge for 
top honours? 

The problem that City face, and 
it’s a problem which generally 
dogs the richest clubs in the world 
(can you hear me Real Madrid), 
is that because they have so much 
more spending power than almost 
every other team they become al- 
most duty bound to purchase any 
player that comes onto the mar- 
ket. Usually management con- 
sists of identifying areas in which 
your squad and team are weaker, 
and finding suitable players to fill 
those spaces; players which are 
both suited to your style of play, 
your formation, and your whole 
ethos as a club. 

Take someone like Mourinho, 
who always wants players to 
work hard off the ball and to play 
for the team more than them- 
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Man City's Mancini hopes his collection of summer superstars will have the Sky Blue side of 
Manchester at the forefront of the EPLtitle race this season. Scarves optional. 


selves. I simply cannot imagine 
Mourinho working with a player 
like Ronaldinho. However his 
convictions are sure to be tested 
at Madrid, who often desire the 
big name players no matter how 
well they fit into the squad there 
already. 

And this is the problem that I feel 
has plagued City ever since their 
big money chairmen have taken 
over. They have seem happy to 
overspend for two or three play- 
ers that play in similar positions, 
without actually being aware and 
purchasing cover for the areas in 
which they are weaker. Undoubt- 
edly the players that they have 
brought in so far are good qual- 
ity players, but were they really 
needed? 

David Silva, although not pres- 
ent for the Spanish World Cup 
success, is a top player with po- 


tential to get even better, and I do 
believe that he will flourish in the 
Premier League. Yet City already 
have Steven Ireland, Adam John- 
son, Craig Bellamy and Robinho 
who could all play in similar posi- 
tions to Silva. Then there is Yaya 
Toure, who will want to play in 
middle of the park, alongside Bar- 
ry, De Jong, Kompany, Ireland, 
Vieira and Michael Johnson. 
Mancini has already stated in 
the last few days that he will look 
to operate a rotation policy, with 
everyone getting a game. Maybe 
it’s just me, but I cannot remem- 
ber any club doing particularly 
well with a rotation policy. The 
last person to try it, Rafael Ben- 
itez, was actually pretty unsuc- 
cessful, as he often crashed out 
of cups early on, and in his whole 
time at Anfield he only contested 
for the title once. But perhaps 


City simply have to rotate, as they 
will not be able to keep everyone 
happy unless they are getting 
game time, and even then some 
will be unhappy to miss even one 
game in the whole season. 

As I have said before, not only 
are City buying players that for 
the most part they do not need, 
but they aren’t buying players 
with a view to having a harmo- 
nious squad. Adebayor and Bel- 
lamy are reportedly two men who 
enjoy starting trouble, and it’s 
possible that neither of these men 
will be in City’s strongest eleven, 
which could easily result in dis- 
sention in the camp. And with so 
many midfielders on their books, 
surely it won’t be too long for one 
or two to start kicking up a stink. 

And the spending of City looks 
like it may not have stopped, as 
they are still heavily linked with 


Villa’s James Milner, and it also 
looks like they may bring in a 
striker as well. With so many at- 
tacking players there is sure to be 
some unrest, and what’s more a 
massive overhaul such as this can 
lead to the team becoming dis- 
jointed and not playing as a col- 
lective unit. 

I do have to concede though, 
with all that has been said, City 
will still be tough opposition next 
season, especially if they bring in 
another defender to cover for the 
ever aging Kolo Toure, and the 
somewhat inconsistent and injury 
prone Joleon Lescott. I have also 
never really rated Wayne Bridge, 
and so if City could snap up a left- 
back as well it would help their 
cause immensely. And, with their 
massive spending power, they 
will always be favourite to bring 
in any impact signings come next 
years January transfer window, 
and they may be the team to sign 
up a player who could push them 
along to the end of the season. 

Ultimately, I do think that win- 
ning the title next season will be 
a step too far for City. They are, 
and will continue to be a serious 
threat to the top three, maybe 
even taking a top three place away 
from someone, but come summer 
next year I do think a Champions 
League place will be the most that 
City get. 

That said, n the next few years 
I can easily see City winning the 
Premier League. As with Chelsea 
nearly half a decade ago, once you 
have more money than everyone 
else, all it takes is some shrewd 
transfer business, a good manager 
and solid support and you can win 
the title. In Roberto Mancini I 
believe that City have a man who 
will be able to control the differ- 
ent egos in the dressing room, and 
if he doesn’t get too caught up in 
fantasy spending then I can see 
the City of Manchester Stadium 
rocking as they celebrate their 
first Premier League crown some- 
time soon. 
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Fozz on Football - A Review

Before the World Cup there were a 
myriad of publications previewing 
the greatest show on earth so the 
timing of Craig Foster’s book was 
impeccable.

He has long been a critic of English style 
football where the early ball into the 
channels is the preferred method of at- 
tack.

Finally Adriano Correia has completed 
a move from Sevilla to Barcelona, sign- 
ing a four-year deal with the Catalan 
club after much speculation. The 25- 
year-old Brazilian, who plays in de- 
fense and midfield, signed the contract 
Saturday alongside Barcelona presi- 
dent Sandro Rosell. The deal has an 
optional one-year extension. 

Barcelona said it will pay an initial 9 mil- 
lion euros ($11.6 million) for the player with 
the fee rising to a possible 13.5 million ($17.5 
million). 

In other news, whilst Claudio Borghi and 
his side Boca Juniors found themselves in 
Melbourne as part of their first leg against 
Melbourne Victory in their Australasian tour, 
Argentina’s football association announced 
its schedule for the season-opening Apertura 
tournament which starts next month. 

The fixture list announced Wednesday has 
Boca Juniors opening on August 6th at Godoy 
Cruz and River Plate at home to Tigre. Ar- 
gentinos Juniors, which won the Clausura 
tournament played in the second-half of last 
season, will face Huracan in its first match. 
The biggest match of the season—the Boca 
Juniors vs. River Plate showdown, nicknamed 
“El clasico” —is scheduled for November 7th. 
The season ends on December 12th.. 


PARAGUAY 

Gerardo Martino has 

agreed to coach Para- 

guay’s national team 

through next year’s 

Copa America, the 
South American continental champion- 
ship. Martino, an Argentine, said Friday 
he would stay in the job until next year’s 
tournament and would decide after that if 
he will continue to the 2014 World Cup in 
Brazil. 

“T have decided to continue as coach of 
the Paraguay national team until next year’s 
South American championship,” Martino said 
on radio Primero de Marzo. Martino guided 
Paraguay to the World Cup quarterfinals for 
the first time earlier this month. 

Some reports have speculated that he could 
be a replacement for Diego Maradona if Mar- 
adona steps down as Argentina coach. Earlier 
this week the Argentine football association 
said it would offer Maradona a new contract 
to continue through 2014, and the two parties 
are expected to meet next week. 


BRAZIL 

The Brazilian Football 
Confederation, (CBF) 
is taking its time to 
choose a new coach, 
the man who will face 
the hard task of leading the team at home 
in the 2014 World Cup. After firing coach 
Dunga following the disappointing elimina- 
tion by the Netherlands in the quarterfinals 
in South Africa, the Brazilian football fed- 
eration is carefully considering its options 
before deciding who will be in charge of the 
five-time champions four years from now. 

The federation took a chance in picking 
Dunga, who had no coaching experience, but 
this time it may adopt a different approach. 
Experience will likely be the main require- 
ment, as the pressure for Brazil to succeed at 
home will be unprecedented. 

“To lose in 2010 was justifiable, but to lose 
in Brazil will be like repeating 1950,” federa- 
tion president Ricardo Teixeira said recently, 
referring to the team’s 2-1 loss to Uruguay in 
the 1950 World Cup final in Brazil, when the 
country hosted the tournament for the first— 
and last—time. 

The federation said it will make the an- 
nouncement of the new coach by the end of 
the month, and the main names touted for the 
job include World Cup winner Luiz Felipe 
Scolari, former Real Madrid coach Vanderlei 
Luxemburgo, and three-time Brazilian league 
champion Muricy Ramalho. Other names 
reportedly on the list include former player 
Emerson Leao, Paulo Autuori, and less-ex- 
perienced coaches such as former AC Milan 
coach Leonardo, Sao Paulo manager Ricardo 
Gomes and Corinthians commander Mano 
Menezes. 

Scolari led Brazil to the World Cup title in 
2002 and is the favorite for fans, local media 
and even President Luiz Inacio Lula da Silva, 
who recently said the former Chelsea manager 
has a “huge advantage over the other candi- 
dates” because of his triumph at the World 
Cup in Japan and South Korea. Even some 
other local coaches are behind the return of 
Scolari.

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“He is the right coach because of all he 
has achieved so far,” Santos’ Dorival Junior 
said. “He is a great person and has the kind 
of a profile that everyone in football likes.” 
But Scolari just signed a two-year contract to 
coach four-time Brazilian champion Palmei- 
ras and hinted he would not be available to the 
national team until 2012. 

He said the federation has not made him an 
offer so far, but he did leave open the possibil- 
ity of eventually taking the job. Teixeira may 
not be willing to wait too long for Scolari, 
however, and may need to look for alterna- 
tives. He could go with established coaches 
Luxemburgo and Ramalho, who are highly 
respected by Brazilian fans and media for 
their success locally. Luxemburgo, currently 
with Brazilian club Atletico Mineiro, coached 
Brazil from 1998-2000. He led the team to the 
1999 Copa America title, but off-field prob- 
lems with the revenue service and Brazil’s 
elimination in the 2000 Olympics eventually 
cost him the job. He has won five Brazilian 
league titles with four different teams. 

Ramalho became a well-regarded name 
after leading Sao Paulo to three consecutive 
Brazilian league titles from 2006-2008. He 
is currently in charge of Rio de Janeiro club 
Fluminense. Menezes led Corinthians to the 
Brazilian Cup title last year, while Gomes has 
coaching experience abroad with Paris Saint- 
Germain and Monaco and led Sao Paulo to the 
semifinals of the Copa Libertadores this year. 

“It makes me proud to have my name includ- 
ed in this discussion, but it’s all speculation 
right now,” Menezes said. Leonardo, who as a 
player helped Brazil win the 1994 World Cup, 
had only a brief coaching experience with AC 
Milan last season and his hiring would mean 
taking another chance, which Teixeira may 
not be willing to do. 

Dunga was chosen to revamp the national 
team, replacing veteran Carlos Alberto Par- 
reira following Brazil’s elimination to France 
in the quarterfinals in Germany in 2006. 

He imposed a defensive style and left out 
stars such as Ronaldinho, Ronaldo and Adria- 
no, displeasing millions of Brazilian fans, but 
the team achieved significant results under his 
command and entered the World Cup as a fa- 
vorite to win a sixth world title. 

Despite not impressing, Brazil did well and 
looked good to go all the way to the final, but 
a disappointing second half in the quarterfi- 
nal match allowed the Dutch to rally to a 2-1 
victory. Brazil will play a friendly against the 
United States in August in New Jersey, and 
could be playing five other exhibition matches 
before the end of the year. 

With regards to Scolari on the domestic front, 
Palmeiras defeated Santos 2-1 in former Bra- 
zil coach Luiz Felipe Scolari’s first match in 
charge. Striker Ewerthon and substitute mid- 
fielder Tinga scored a goal each for Palmeiras 
in the Brazilian league match on Thursday at 
Pacaembu stadium. 

Scolari agreed a two-year deal with Palmei- 
ras just before the World Cup and was offi- 
cially introduced on Thursday. He was not on 
the bench during the match against Santos and 
phoned in instructions to his assistant from the 
stands. Palmeiras is seventh in the 20-team 
Brazilian league standings, six points behind 
leaders Corinthians and Ceara, which played 
to a 0-0 draw on Wednesday. 


News have been circulating that Palmeiras 
having had signed over the week the return of 
their Chilean idol Jorge Valdivia of the past 
two years who went away for a stint with Al- 
Ain in the UAE and featured for Chile in the 
World Cup, to not only count with his services 
in midfield but boast it with Brazilian-born 
Portuguese international Deco a lucrative con- 
tract. That is not all. Palmeiras will be sort- 
ing out sponsorship from dairy product firm 
Parmalat to its finances to lure back Ronald- 
inho home from AC Milan. The other midfield 
would be current Colo-Colo playmaker in Co- 
lombian Macnelly Torres. 

Scolari led Palmeiras to the 1999 Copa Lib- 
ertadores title and Brazil to the 2002 World 
Cup title and this is their first win now that 
their stadium will be demolished for the Italia 
Arena in time for the World Cup in 2014 af- 
ter the farewell match Friday two weeks saw 
them lose to Boca Juniors prior to their tour of 
Australia and New Zealand 2-0. 


MEXICO 

Enrique Esqueda and 
Israel Martinez scored 
in a two-minute span 
to give Club America 
of Mexico City a 2-1 
victory over English club Portsmouth F.C. 
in an exhibition soccer match Wednesday 
night. 

Esqueda put Club America ahead 1-0 in the 
14th minute. A back-heel pass from Martinez 
set up Esqueda, who broke in and drew Ports- 
mouth goalie Liam O’Brien completely out of 
the play. Esqueda rifled a shot off his right foot 
from the edge of the box into the open net. 

In the 16th minute Martinez volleyed Dan- 
iel Montenegro’s left-wing cross inside the 
right post from 17 yards past a diving O’Brien 
to make it 2-0. Tom Kilvey of Portsmouth 
knocked home his own rebound in the 50th 
minute after Club America goalie Guillermo 
Ochoa made an initial stop. 


CHILE 

Following last week’s 
sacking of coach Mar- 
co Antonio Figueroa at 
Universidad Catdlica 
with the signing of 
coach, former Barcelona striker Juan Anto- 
nio Pizzi, the signings of Leandro Diaz from 
Boca Juniors also added to the inclusion of 
Lucas Pratti from Gimnasia de La Plata in 
Argentina. The other key signing for the 
UC was former Boca Juniors and Villarreal 
defender, another Argentinean in Rodolfo 
Arruabarrena to the club. 

Also with talks at the Catélica club is the re- 
turn of midfielder, Argentinean Dario Bottinel- 
li after a successful in 2008 before he parted to 
Atlas of Guadalajara in Mexico. Defender and 
former Chilean international David Henriquez 
has signed an extension with the club whilst 
star midfielder and captain Milovan Mirosevic 
has preferred to negotiate his deal with his 
emblematic club ahead of talks for a move to 
Barcelona of Guayaquil in Ecuador. 

New coach Pizzi has already bet a few asa- 
dos - South American style barbeques with 
former Boca Juniors midfielder and former Ti- 
gre coach now with Colo-Colo, Diego Cagna 
when the two big clubs clash during the regu- 


lar Chilean Clausura championship. 
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URUGUAY 

Edinson Cavani is set 

to join Napoli when he 

returns to Italy from 

his post-World Cup 
break in Uruguay. Ital- 
ian media reports on Thursday said the 
23-year-old Cavani has agreed to a one- 
year loan deal with Napoli, with the club 
having the option to sign him permanently 
for ?16 million ($20 million) at the end of 
the season. 

Cavani has been with Palermo since 2007 
and has scored 34 goals in 109 games. Pal- 
ermo president Maurizio Zamparini told Ital- 
ian radio: “An accord has been reached and 
Napoli will improve a lot with Cavani.” 

Cavani was part of the Uruguay team that 
finished fourth at the World Cup in South Af- 
rica. He started six of the seven matches and 
scored once, in the third-place playoff and re- 
ceived a heroes’ welcome when the Uruguay- 
an side returned to be greeted by their fans in 
Montevideo over the past week. 


ARGENTINA 

The Argentine Foot- 

ball Association said 

it will offer Maradona 

a new four-year con- 

tract that would keep 
him in charge of the national team through 
the 2014 World Cup in Brazil. Ernesto 
Cherquis Bialo, a spokesman for the asso- 
ciation, told reporters Wednesday that AFA 
President Julio Grondona would meet next 
week with Maradona to discuss the offer. 

This is the strongest indication that Maradona 

is likely to continue as the coach. It comes two 
weeks after Argentina was knocked out of the 
World Cup in a humiliating 4-0 quarterfinals 
loss to Germany. Maradona has said little 
since then, keeping to himself in his home in 
suburban Buenos Aires. 

Cherquis Bialo said the association did not 
have another coach in mind should Maradona 
turn down the deal. He also suggested Argen- 
tina’s performance in the World Cup had been 
respectable, despite anything less than a third 
title being seen as a failure by many Argen- 
tines. 

Argentina won the World Cup in 1978 and 
1986, but has not won a major title since 
claiming the Copa America in 1993. “Fifth 
place is below what people here expect,” 
Cherquis Bialo said. “But it’s not embarrass- 
ing to an Argentine team.” 

His mention of fifth place was a little pre- 
sumptuous. There was no playoff among the 
four quarterfinalists eliminated. The losing 
semifinalists—Germany and Uruguay—did 
have a playoff game to decide third and fourth 
place. Public opinion is divided about the 49- 
year-old coach, who is a national icon as a 
player who led the country to the 1986 title. 
But he is seen by many as a poor tactician, an 
unqualified coach whose main asset is cheer- 
leading. 

Argentina President Cristina Fernandez has 
publicly supported him, and an Argentine 
legislator has proposed building a monument 
to honor him. Many of his players, including 
Barcelona star Lionel Messi, have said Mara- 
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dona should make his own decision about 
staying on the job. 
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COLOMBIA 

Television network 
Caracol on Friday an- 
nounced its decision 
not to air a documen- 
tary about a Colom- 
bian soccer player murdered after acciden- 
tally scoring an own-goal in the 1994 World 
Cup. The announcement came the same day 
the slain player’s family held a news confer- 
ence to say it was deceived by the U.S. mak- 
ers of the film “The Two Escobars”—an 
accusation the filmmakers denied. 

The family held a news conference in Medel- 
lin to complain that brothers Jeff and Michael 
Zimbalist never told the family they intended 
to pair the story of Andres Escobar with that of 
slain drug lord Pablo Escobar. 

The two Escobars were unrelated but both 
hailed from Medellin, which in the early ’90s 
was a hub of the cocaine trade and the world’s 
most violent city when measured by its mur- 
der rate. The slain athlete’s brother Santiago 
Escobar told The Associated Press that the 
Zimbalist brothers “deceived my family and 
also deceived the memory of Andres Esco- 
bar.” 

He read a statement saying that relatives and 
friends of his brother “feel assaulted in our 
good faith by the makers of this documentary, 
who sought our testimony to make a report in 
homage to the footballer.” 

“They never told us that it would be parallel 
with the drug trafficker Pablo Escobar.” The 
Zimbalist brothers, who wrote and directed 
the film, told the AP by telephone from the 
United States that the family’s statement was 
a misrepresentation of their behavior as film- 
makers. 

They said they were open with the fam- 
ily and friends of Andres Escobar when they 
told them they wanted to tell the story of the 
“gentleman of the soccer pitch” in a context 
appropriate for an international audience. An- 
dres Escobar was outspoken in his rejection 
of the poisoning influence of drug money on 
the sport and the film sensitively reflects that, 
Michael Zimbalist said. 

“We have a lot of respect for Andres Es- 
cobar and for his family and it’s always been 
our intention to be as sensitive as possible,” 
added Jeff Zimbalist. He said he and his broth- 
er “don’t pretend to have any idea how much 
pain and trauma they’ve been through.” Pablo 
Escobar, a soccer aficionado who built play- 
ing fields in poor neighborhoods of Medellin, 
bought politicians while holding the Colom- 
bian state hostage as he used terror to fight 
extradition to the United States. He was killed 
by police in December 1993. 

Andres Escobar, the 27-year-old national 
team captain, was killed the following July, 
just 10 days after the own-goal against the 
United States that eliminated Colombia from 
the tournament. “Through the glory and the 
tragedy, ‘The Two Escobars’ daringly inves- 
tigates the secret marriage of crime and sport, 
and uncovers the surprising connections be- 
tween the murders of Andres and Pablo,” 
says a description of the film on the website 
of ESPN, which broadcast it June 21 in the 
United States. 

The Zimbalists, who grew up in Northamp- 
ton, Mass. said ESPN holds international 
distribution rights to the film. They said they 
did not know why the Colombian TV network 
RCN had decided not to broadcast the docu- 
mentary on Sunday as scheduled. 

Network spokeswoman Yolima Celis would 
not explain the decision but said it was made 
Friday morning. She said she did not know if 
the Escobar family had called RCN to com- 
plain beforehand, adding that negotiations 
with representatives of the filmmakers had not 
concluded and that the broadcast could have 
been canceled “for both reasons.” “The Two 
Escobars” premiered earlier this year at the 
Tribeca Film Festival in New York City. 

Michael Zimbalist said he and his brother 
had been in touch with Andres Escobar’s sister 
Maria Ester, who appears in the film, in recent 
months over concerns the family expressed 
about it. “Ultimately this wasn’t a story about 
Andres Escobar and it wasn’t a story about 
Pablo Escobar,” he said. “It was the story of 
the Colombian people during a slice of history 
and it was a universal tale.”

Europe in transfer meltdown 


The Barclays Premier League this 
week has experienced and in- 
credible post-World Cup transfer 
rush with many transfers rumours 
centered on one of the biggest 
leagues in the world. 

The big four, Chelsea, Manchester 
United, Liverpool and Arsenal are pre- 
dictably the most involved in a series 
of rumours both inside and outside 
England, with up-and-coming clubs 
Manchester City and Tottenham getting 
their fair share of the action. 

The most noteworthy of these transfer 
rumours is of course the ongoing bid- 
ding war between Barcelona and Arse- 
nal over Cese Fabregas. Arsenal has 
slapped a £40 million price tag on the 
Spanish central midfielder in Arsene 
Wegner’s incredibly relentless attempts 
to keep his captain at North London. 

Fabregas has expressed his desire to 
return to his boyhood club, but new 
President Sandro Rosell has said that 
Barcelona will not pay more than £42.7 
million for the Spaniard, who set up 
the game-winner for Andres Iniesta in 
Spain’s World Cup Final triumph over 
the Netherlands last Sunday. 

During Spain’s victory celebrations, 
Carles Puyol and Gerard Pique placed 
a Barcelona strip on Fabregas which 
added to transfer claims, but Fabregas 
insisted it was solely in celebration. 

Latest news indicates that Wegner 
has most likely succeeded in keeping 
Fabregas at Arsenal for at least another 
season as Sandro Rosell has appeared 
to declare peace on the rumours as they 
slowly evaporate, due to the extreme 
price tag on the marksman. 

Keeping at Arsenal at the moment, 
William Gallas and Mikael Silvestre 
have both left the club and are currently 
free agents in the vast transfer market. 
Gallas is already meeting with Panathi- 
naikos Vice-President Dimitris Gondi- 
kas on Monday to negotiate a €1.7 mil- 
lion contract. 

Last year’s Champions, Chelsea are 
also central to a series of transfer ru- 
mours in and out of England. Carlo 
Ancelotti has precisely kept them just

Ancelotti has also dismissed Real Ma- 
drid’s efforts to sign Ashley Cole by 
placing a £30 million price tag on the 
left-back. 

Roy Hodgson’s Liverpool side have 
been rumoured to sign such players as 
Ashley Young, Rafael Van der Vaart, 
Gilberto de Silva, Milan Jovanovic 
and Royston Drenthe as early as last 
week when Hodgson took over. 
Liverpool is now looking at the latest 
free agent on the market, ex-Chelsea 
midfielder Joe Cole who was somewhat 
hastily released by Carlo Ancelotti ear- 
lier this month. The Reds are looking 
to snap up the versatile 28 year-old for 
£15.6 million a fellow Englishman who 
can play alongside Steven Gerrard to 
feed in Fernando Torres. 

However, Hodgson has also lost Yossi 
Benayoun to Chelsea and just this 
week lost left back Emiliano Insua to 
Serie A side Fiorentina for a £5 million 
fee. There is also doubt about Javier 
Mascherano’s future at Liverpool, with 
continued interest from Barcelona for 
the midfielder, which will be discussed 


this week. 

Lastly, after a hectic week at Anfield, 
it is confirmed that midfielder Lucas 
wants to stay at the Reds. 

Over at Eastlands, Manchester City 
have signed some incredible players 
in the off-season such as David Silva, 
Yaya Toure, Jerome Boateng and 
were looking at Wolfsburg striker Edin 
Dzeko, whose £50 million price tag by 
Manager Steven McLaren has squashed 
any attempts for the sky blues. 

However, for their next target, City 
will have to compete with their city 
rivals, Manchester United. The player, 
Inter Milan 19 year-old striker Mario 
Balotelli and for what could be a po- 
tential Manchester duo bidding war. 
However, Inter Milan President Mas- 
simo Moratti has stemmed any extreme 
influx of offers by placing a £30 million 
tag on his youngster. 

This may prove a problem for the 
in-debt United, but not so much City, 
who may also have to face Chelsea in a 
possible three-way bidding war for the 
Italian-born Ghanaian. 

City have to also face the likely pos- 
sibility that with the signings of mid- 
fielders David Silva and Yaya Toure 


they may have to contend with play- 
ers contemplating pulling up stumps at 
Eastlands. 

One such player who may seek more 
regular football at Sunderland is mid- 
fielder Steven Ireland, with Steve 
Bruce looking to tighten up his midfield 
after Lorik Cana left for Galatasaray 
last week. 

The quality of the City midfield may 
see Ireland leave to Sunderland, who 
has a £10 million price tag. He may also 
have to accept a pay cut, with the Black 
Cats unable to compete with his £80,000 
a week pay at City. The sky blues are 
also looking at a straight swap for Aston 
Villa midfielder James Milner as Villa 
has also shown interest in Ireland 

Brazilian striker Luis Fabiano has 
also shown interest in Manchester Unit- 
ed, but also AC Milan as his preferred 
sides to move to if he leaves Sevilla. 
However these preferences look remote 
as Tottenham look to sign the striker 
who performed well at the World Cup 
for Brazil. 

Spurs Manager Harry Redknapp is 
seeking his services to assist in their 
Champions League campaign and be- 
lieves he will fit in to the side well. Fa- 


biano originally showed no interest in 
White Hart Lane, saying that they were 
a smaller club than Sevilla, but changed 
his original preferences as signing for 
the Spurs is more likely than for United 
and Milan at the present time. 

A final transfer rumour outside of Eng- 
land is that of 21 year-old German mid- 
fielder Mesut Ozil. Ozil, who starred 
in many of Germany’s performances 
in the World Cup, scoring the winner 
against Ghana in the group stages to 
send the Germans into the Round of 
16, currently plays for Werder Bremen 
in the Bundesliga. Bremen is preparing 
themselves for a series of bids for the 
youngster, who has insisted he will stay 
there next season. 

However, he only has one year left 
on his contract and Bremen Manager 
Klaus Allofs believes bids from many 
clubs will circulate in the remaining 
weeks till the season starts on the 21st 
of August. 

The former Schalke man has attracted 
attention from Real Madrid, Barcelona 
and Arsenal, but Allofs believes con- 
crete offers will be talked about and ne- 
gotiated with Ozil as they cannot afford 
to lose the 21 year-old. 
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Sweet smell of success for Toffees

After passing by Brisbane on their two 
previous Australian visits in 1964 and 
1987 Everton FC arrived in town to take 
on Brisbane Roar in a match that they 
eventually went on to win 2-1. 

The visitors were without the likes of Arteta, 
Cahill, Heitinga, Pienaar and Fellaini but a de- 
cent crowd of 19786 turned up to see the Eng- 
lish Premier League side take on a Brisbane 
outfit that has been almost wholly transformed 
under Ange Postecoglou. 

For many Brisbane fans it was the first time 
they had seen almost half of the players that 
ran out on to the pitch in orange, and despite 
failing to claim the annual ‘Roar Against Rac- 
ism Cup’ for the third straight year there were 
many encouraging signs to take home from 
the performance. 

The first half provided little in the way of 
entertainment, but that was to be somewhat 
expected with Everton playing their third 
game in a week and Brisbane not having had a 
serious hit-out since the end of the A-League. 

The opening stages were a balanced affair, 
both sides happy to stroke the ball along the 
ground for little result before typically hitting 
an optimistic long ball up front. 

Brisbane was the first to test the opposition 
keeper, new signing Thomas Broich firing a 
dipping long range shot on goal that was com- 
fortably held by Ian Turner. 

The match was played in good spirits by 
both sides but Jack Rodwell was lucky to 
escape a card only moments after the Broich 
shot on goal as he slid in clumsily on a tackle, 
the referee giving a deserved free kick. 

Louis Saha and Jermaine Beckford were 
the main causes of trouble in the Brisbane 
defence and Beckford almost scored under 
bizarre circumstances in the 14th minute. 
Saha played in Diniyar Bilyaletdinov on the 
left of the box who hoofed a cross back over 
his head in hope more than anything else. The 
ball was left looping across the face of goal, 
keeper Michael Theoklitis eventually forced 
into a save with his feet at the far post after he 
inexplicably let it drop to a waiting Jermaine 
Beckford. 

Beckford then went even closer minutes 
later, holding off a defender he found himself 
one-on-one with an advancing keeper on the 
left of the area, but despite beating Theoklitos, 
the striker’s shot lacked the necessary power 
or accuracy. 

Down the other end, Roar’s Brazilian winger 
Henrique flashed a shot wide of the post after 
dribbling across the edge of the area, remind- 
ing Everton there was sting in Brisbane’s tail. 

On the 37th minute mark, Reinaldo looked 
to open the scoring for Brisbane, but the big

striker got his header completely wrong after 
being picked out by Broich on the edge of the 
six yard box. 

That was as good as it got in the first half 
and the sound of the whistle from referee 
Peter Green came as a respite to most in at- 
tendance. 

The second half was a much brighter af- 
fair right from the get go, Everton looking 
livelier and Brisbane seemingly having much 
more fluidity going forward after Postecoglu 
brought on Kosta Barbarouses, Matt Mundy 
and Mitch Nichols. 

It was Everton that would strike first though, 
Jack Rodwell scoring from outside the area 
with a sublime effort that left Theoklotis 
stranded and the ball rippling the net in the top 
right corner. 

Brisbane were finding spaces behind the 
Everton defence but it was the visitors with 
all the efforts on goal including a Leighton 
Baines shot which went high from a good

Roar captain Matt McKay was the next to 
threaten, but the midfielder put his shot just 
too high and wide in the 59th minute. 

Brisbane’s second half play was deserving of 
a goal and it arrived on 66 minutes courtesy of 
Barbarouses. The young Kiwi beat the offside 
trap on the right of the area and latched onto a 
pass from Nichols before blasting a shot low 
past turner that hit the left-hand upright before 
nestling into the net. 

Everton appeared stung by conceding and 
for the remainder of the match the visitors 
gave the Brisbane defence a torrid time. Vic- 
tor Anichebe and Magaye Gueye were the 
main causes of distress, their running with 
and without the ball proving a real handful for 
home side. 

Gueye would cap off his performance in the 
83rd minute, sprinting down the left hand side 
on an Everton counter the young Frenchman 
squeezed the ball in at the far post after being

After failing to have the pace to save the 
second Everton goal Luke DeVere was then 
almost an unlikely saviour for Brisbane. The 
defender tip toed his way through the Ever- 
ton defence on a surprising mazy run before 
shooting from the edge of the area but his un- 
familiarity with being so close to the opposi- 
tion goal was clear when he hit a tame shot to 
the keepers left that was easily held. 

The post-match press conference saw the 
managers of both sides in upbeat moods. 

David Moyes was particularly impressed 
with both of Everton’s goals, scored by Jack 
Rodwell and Magaye Gueye. 

“Tt was a really good goal by Jack and we 
needed it at that period in the game, we got the 
goal and then we didn’t take some opportuni- 
ties and allowed them back in the game. 

“It was good play and Jose Baxter and he put 
a good pass in for Magaye. The introduction

An entertaining encounter 
at Seymour Shaw saw Aytek 
Genc’s Blacktown side register 
a crucial win in the race for fi- 
nals places. 

Sutherland were without several 
first-team players through suspen- 
sion, while Scottish striker Ste- 
phen McConologue had returned 
home due to an illness in the fam- 
ily.

Blacktown began to threaten the 
Sutherland goal more seriously.

Mike Katz, a season-long ab- 
sentee for Sutherland, made a 
welcome return before his home 
fans after 82 minutes, replacing 
Jasli, but he was unable to make 
an impact. Instead, it was Black- 
town who made sure of the points 
with a delightful team goal on 86 
minutes. The lively Bernie Ibini, 
who had replaced Deur only a few 
minutes earlier, released Ozbey 
in the middle, and Blacktown’s 
man-of-the-match touched the 
ball off to Chianese, who had 
made a canny diagonal run from 
the right. Denham did what he 
could, but Chianese rounded the 
Sutherland keeper easily and slot- 
ted his angled shot deftly into the 
goal. 3-1 it finished, a vital win 
for Blacktown and a heavy blow 
for Sutherland, who are now faced 
with a real struggle to make the fi- 
nals for a third successive year.

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RAIDERS RUN OUT TEN MAN GALAXY

Raiders 2-0 win over a ten man

The fight for finals places is hot- 
ting up at the top of the Gato- 
rade Premier League following 
Round 12 action across Can- 
berra with only goal difference 
separating third through fifth on 
the latest standings.

After Round 13 of the Victorian 
Women’s Premier League, the 
finals’ participants look all but 
decided, as the top four have 
pulled away from the rest of the 
competition. 

Box Hill Inter continues to lead the 

ladder, with Heidelberg, Sandringham 
and Ashburton close behind. At the 
other end of the ladder, Preston boost- 
ed its chances of avoiding relegation 
with a valuable victory. 
Box Hill Inter maintained its position at 
the top of the ladder with a comprehen- 
sive 6-1 victory over struggling Altona 
City at Wembley Park on Friday night. 
Two Louisa Bisby goals in the first 
half gave the home side a comfortable 
lead going into the break, but Altona 
pulled a goal back shortly after the in- 
terval through Alexandra Miller which 
lifted the visitors’ spirits. However, 
Inter was able to snuff out any hopes 
Altona had of a revival, scoring a fur- 
ther four unanswered goals in the last 
half hour of the match. Natalie Exon 
scored twice, with Georgia Koutrouve- 
lis and Deanna Niceski also on target. 
The win, Inter’s eighth of the season, 
propels it to 27 points, three ahead of 
its nearest challenger. While it may not 
have expected to get anything out of 
this game, the severity of the loss was 
particularly bad news for Altona, as it 
drops to the foot of the ladder on goal 
difference. With the relegation battle 
looking likely to go down to the wire, 
goal difference may well play a signifi- 
cant role in determining who stays in 
the WPL. 

Preston Lions recorded its second 
win of the season and lifted itself off 
the bottom of the ladder with a vic- 
tory over South Melbourne at BT 
Connor Reserve on Friday. The result 
ended South’s unbeaten streak, which 
stretched back to the beginning of 
June. The match was tightly fought 
encounter, with Preston defending in 
numbers and South unable to find a 
breakthrough. Goalless at half time, 
the match was marginally more open 
in the second half, and Preston found 
the net fifteen minutes from time 
through Melissa Rodriguez. Both of 
Preston’s victories have come against 
South, and this one could prove vital as 
it puts Preston level on points with Al- 
tona and ahead on goal difference. For 
South, the defeat ends its slim hopes 
of making the finals, and keeps it in 
the relegation battle, as it is only three 
points ahead of Preston and Altona. 

Distance proved no challenge for 
Ashburton, as it defeated Bendigo 
Vipers 3-1 at Vibert Reserve in Shep- 
parton. Two first half goals set up the 
win for Ashburton, and the visiting 


side maintained its two goal advantage 
to the ends, with both teams scoring 
once after the interval. Sarah Lovett, 
Ellvana Curo and Sarah Walsh all 
scored for Ashburton, with Catherine 
Wylie-O’Brien on target for the home 
side. The win was Ashburton’s second 
in succession, but it drops to fourth on 
the ladder with 21 points. Bendigo re- 
mains sixth on the ladder, and it is not 
yet out of the woods in terms of relega- 
tion, given it is only four points ahead 
of the bottom side. 

With Sandringham and Casey Com- 
ets occupying fourth and fifth posi- 
tions on the ladder respectively at the 
beginning of the round, their clash at 
Comets Stadium was an opportunity 
for Casey to close the gap and mount 
a challenge to snare a position in the fi- 
nals. Instead, Sandringham highlighted 
the gulf between the top four and the 
rest of the competition this year, with 
a comprehensive 5-0 victory over its 
hosts. The visiting side established a 
two goal lead before the interval, and 
added an additional three unanswered 
goals in the second half. Emma Run- 
nalls scored twice, with Stephanie Cat- 
ley, Sienna Fogarty and Alice Maxwell 
also finding the net. The victory lifts 
Sandringham to third on the ladder, one 
points behind Heidelberg, while Casey 
remains fifth, with a six point gap be- 
tween it and fourth-placed Ashburton.

Round 14 of State League Division 
1 action saw the two biggest upsets 
of the season being registered with 
Clifton Hill thumping Langwarrin 4-0, 
while Springvale White Eagles, by far 
the outstanding team in this division, 
somehow lost 2-1 to a Preston outfit 
that had only previously managed 2 
points for the season.
